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Immunization Survey 


To Be Made 


During the early part of 
September many parents of 
two-year-old children across 
Alabama will be asked what 
immunizations (shots) their 
baby has received. This 
request for information is 
part of a survey conducted 
annually by the Division of 
Immunization. Alabama 
Department of Public Health 
to determine how well young 
children in Alabama are 
protected from the seven 
serious childhood diseases: 
measles, mumps, rebella, 
diphtheria, tetanus, 
pertussis (whooping cough) 
and polio. 

Results of surveys 
conducted in recent years 
show that 80 percent of 
Alabama's two-year-old 
population is being 
adequately protected from 
these diseases each year. 
Ideally this percentage 
should improve each year 
until every Alabama infant is 
routinely getting all 
recommended shots by age 
two. ‘‘While protection 
levels have not dropped,” 


comments Al Harry, 
Immunization Program 
Administrator, ‘‘we cannot 


forget that the remaining 20 
percent of Alabama’s two- 


year-olds represent 
thousands of children who 
are needlessly vulnerable to 


the harmful effects of 
vaccine- 
preventable childhood 


diseases. Parents need to the 
diseases. Parents need to be 
aware that the basic series of 
immunizations should begin 
at two [2] months of age and 
if the recommended schedule 
is followed, the series will be 
complete except for boosters 
by age two.”’ 


Information obtained 
from the annual survey is 
used to locate specific areas 
of the state where immuniza- 
tion levels are low enough 
that outbreaks of disease 
could occur among 
preschool-age children. 
Special activities may then 
be planned to alert parents to 
the importance of childhood 


immunizations and_ to 
acquaint them with 
immunization services 


available in their county. 

Parents who receive the 
survey are asked to provide 
as accurate data as 
possible and to return the 
form to the Alabama 
Department of Public Health 
promptly.

The Elba City Council met Monday 
evening and items of business included 
adopting a new budget which included a 
five percent pay raise, getting tough on 
drinking drivers, and raising the license 
fee on itinerant agents wishing to sell 
merchandise in Elba. Other business 
included paying the monthly bills, 
accepting a federal grant, agreeing to 
close a possible street, naming a street 
and hiring a policeman.

The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session Monday, September 
12, at the courthouse in Elba and heard 
Mr. Jack Richburg announce that his 
company would no longer provide rural 
garbage pickup beginning October 1, 
1983. 

Richburg was the first visitor at 
Monday's meeting and asked, ‘‘l need 
to know .. . am I still in the garbage 
business?"’ 

Richburg, who has operated R & R 
Solid Waste, a private garbage 
collection service, for the past two 
years, had come to the commission on 
numerous occasions during the two 
years seeking financial aid, and recently 
was given a $1000 a month supplement 
for six months. The supplement ended 
last month and Richburg was back 
Monday asking for continued aid,

The councilmen quickly approved a 
proposed budget that had been pre- 
pared by Mayor Bob English and 
presented to them a week earlier. There 
was little discussion, as councilmen 
apparently had made_ individual 
inquiries on items in the budget they 
didn’t understand. The total of the 
budget expenditure for 1983-84 is 
$1,161,288. The anticipated income is 
$56,662 higher than this, which leaves a 
surplus of this amount to cover shortfall 
in revenue or unexpected expenses. 

The second largest expenditure is in 
the police department which is 
estimated to cost $238,000 for the year, 
plus $16,500 for two new cars. 

Largest is the street department 
with $261,500 budgeted plus $30,000 in 
added funds for street paving and 
$19,000 for two new trucks. The street 
department includes the garbage 
pickup. 

Administration expenses come in 
third with $189,000. This includes 
insurance and payroll taxes for all 
departments, which is a tidy sum, 
exceeding $100,000. 

Payment of borrowed money comes 
in next with $161,043 a year scheduled 
for this obligation. Three of these loans 
were for the Elba school system and one 
was for the 1968 sewer system 
expansion - a forty-year loan that still 
has most of the half-million dollars yet 
to be repaid to FHA. 


The city council adopted a new DUI 
ordinance, effective today (Thursday) 
that places a stiffer penalty on drivers 
conviced of driving under the influence 
of alcohol, 
same guidelines ,established by the 
Alabama legislature earlier this year. 

Mrs. Beverly Gwin requested the 
council officially close Donaldson Drive 
if in fact it was a public street. She 
noted the street only served her home 
and that a gate had been installed at one

end for several years. Mayor English 
appointed two members of the council, 
Frances Trammell and Cleo Hawkins, to 
take whatever legal means were 
necessary to comply with Mrs. Gwin's 
request. The council unanimously 
approved this action. 


Licenses for traveling merchants 
who want to sell one day in Elba before 
moving on will cost twice as much, 
following an ordinance change by the 
council. Previously the cost was $200 
but a vote to increase this to $400 was 
approved by the council with Council- 
man Charles Kennett voting against the 
matter. Kennett noted it was possibly 
unfair to make it harder for the people 
to buy at lower prices when they could. 

The council unanimously approved a 
resolution asking the Alabama legis- 
lature to name the portion of the Troy 
Highway from Bypass Street to Pea 
Creek the ‘Sheriff Neil Grantham 
Drive."’ The highway passes in front of 
the late sheriff's former grocery store. 
lhe popular sheriff was killed in the line 
of duty on March 1, 1979. 


Mayor English announced the 
approval of a federal grant to add four 
tennis courts to the recreation complex. 
The council approved accepting the 
50-50 matching grant, It is for $32,157. 
Councilman Charles Kennett opposed 
acceptance, noting the shortage of 
funds and other needs. 


Police Chief John White presented 
Policeman Dale Cobb for employment 
on a permanent basis. Cobb, of 
Luverne, is an experienced policeman 
and has completed the police academy 
... arequirement to be a police officer 
in Alabama, 


The final item of business was to 
approve payment of monthly bills 
totaling $17,852.26.

Renovation Of City Schools 
Estimated To Cost $260,000 


The Elba City School Board held a 
‘otigthy meeting last Thursday with 
most of the time being used to discuss 
the planned renovation of the high 
school and junior high buildings. 

Architects Chuck Dunseth and Mike 
Lee detailed their plans to the board 
members and asked opinions on 
alternates, colors, etc. A lengthy dis- 
cussion transpired on the bricking up of 
some windows, versus the additional 
cost of heating and cooling if the glass is 
left. 

Board members were told to expect 


advertising for bids on the renovation 
project by middle or late October. Cost 
is estimated at $260,000 without 
installing new seating in the audi- 
torium, These seats will be included in 
the bidding as alternates to be installed 
if funds are available. 

The board officially approved the 
hiring of Kenneth Senn as a science 
teacher in the junior high school, and 
also approved travel expense for 
Superintendent John Osburne to attend 
special meetings in Washington along 
with 19 other state superintendents. 


Osburn reported that school 
enrollment at Elba is down 41 from the 
same time last year, This is a total drop 
of 117 students in the two years since 
Osburn became superintendent. He 
noted that a positive sign was the 
increase this year in kindergarten 
students. Total enrollment this year is 
1315, 


September 27 has been designated 
as a work session for board members to 
make plans for setting a new budget.

$32,157 Federal Grant

private enterprise doing business in this 
county,’’ Martin said, ‘‘and when you 
asked for help the commission gave you 
$6000. This commission does care 
about the people of the county, and is 
aware of the garbage problems. I am 
sympathetic to you, but I serve the 
people of this county first. If we are 
going to supplement someone to pick up 
garbage, we should go out and 
advertise for bids. If it's legal, I'd like 
to get out of the garbage business 
altogether and just provide a landfill."’ 


“Lam willing to work out mattters, 
but I have to make ends meet,’ added 
Richburg. ‘Garbage pickup will always 
cost the county money! I'll pick it up for 
$1000 a month, and I don't think the 
county can operate the service for any 
less than that. I need to know what I'm 
supposed to do.” 

Richburg apparently had been 
negotiating a price with the commission 
for several weeks, and two proposals 
made by Richburg were made public 
Monday. One proposal would be an 
initial payment of $17,000, plus $1000 a 
month for one year, while the other 
called for an $8500 payment and $2000 a 
month for a year. According to 
Richburg, both proposals would add up 
to $36,000 in supplements for the 
three-vear contract, or $1000 a month 

Probate Judge Marion Brunson 
stated the commission's response to the 
proposals was not to accept either plan 


Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
made a motion to give Richburg $1000 a 
month through December to continue 
garbage pickup, but Richburg stated he 
couldn't accent the pian without further 
guarantees.

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BerthaMcDonald Writing 
Her Autobiography

The papers were all 
neatly arranged on Bertha 
McDonald’s dining room 
table. A house mortgage 
here, stack of sales receipts 
and a couple of marriage 
licenses there. 

This is your life, Bertha 
McDonald. 

Mrs. McDonald figures 
it’s about time someone put 
her life’s experiences into 
book form. The papers laid 
out on her table will serve as 
documentation. 

‘It's plain honest facts,’ 
she said of the planned 
contents of her book. ‘I’m 
not making it up.”’ 


Fourth-grade education 

The 78-year-old 
Southeast Alabama native, 
who never returned to school 
after fourth grade, says she’s 
writing an autobiography 
because her story needs to be 
told. 

“If anybody in this world 
has ever made a success of 
their life -- just pulled herself 
up by the bootstrings without 
any help from anybody, it 
was me,”’ she said. ‘‘It ain’t 
nobody’s life but mine.” 

Mrs. McDonald married 
a man almost twice her age 
when she was 14. She spent 
the majority of her married 
years nursing her husband 
and his mother, both of 
whom suffered from linger- 
ing illnesses. 

At the same time, she 
worked a variety of jobs to 
help support the family. She 
and her husband owned a 
small farm in Dale County 
which helped out the 
finances a little, but she also 
hired out to do housework, 
worked in the fields for 65 
cents per day, and picked up 
a little extra cash from 
crochet projects 
seamstress work. 

It wasn’t easy. 

Her mother-in-law died of 
cancer in .1939 and her 
husband died 13 years later, 
she said. She kept working 
and married again in 1959. 

Her second husband died 
of old age three years later, 
she said. It’s all right there 
in black and white on one of 
those documents on her 
table. 

But some of her mem- 
ories don’t exist in black and 
white - at least not yet. 

Mrs. McDonald 
remembers the first auto- 
mobile she ever saw - a Ford 
in Coffee County back 


and 


around 1910. 

She says she also 
remembers how the spurs on 
leg irons worn by state 
prisoners who worked under 
the hot sun down at the 
railyard used to chew at their 
legs and make it hard for 
them to move around. 

She remembers the one- 
horse farm her father owned 
in the county and the day he 
bought the family’s first 
wagon and the mule that 
pulled it. 


Due to an epidemic of 
Spanish influenza in 1918 
transported from overseas by 
American soldiers, the 
school she attended was 
closed just as she began 
fourth grade. 

She says she never found 
time to take a break from her 
various jobs to return to 
school, but has picked up 
reading, writing and 
arithmetic out of necessity 
through the years. 

Mrs. McDonald is proud 
of the home she has owned 


since 1946 - it cost her 
$5000 - and the four 
automobiles she never 


missed a payment on. © She 
says she gave up dating after 
her second husband’s death 
partly so she could con- 
centrate on making more 
money, partly because she 
just grew tired of it. 


Retired Nine Years Ago 

She retired nine years 
ago, but says she has never 
been stingy with her 
earnings. 

Even in the roughest of 
times, she says she always 
gave away at least ten 
percent of her pay checks. 
She has that documented 
with a boxful of cancelled 
checks made out to television 
evangelists and other 
church-related organiza- 
tions. Today, she said, she 
gives away ten percent of her 
Social Security benefits. 

She plans to call her book 
‘The Facts of Life.’’ 

She hasn't talked things 
over with a publisher yet, but 
that doesn’t seem to be 
slowing her down. 

“IT don’t give a hang 
about (a publisher),’’ she 
said, ‘I’m gonna do it 
though.”’

NEMATODES 

Nematodes are very tiny 
round worms that live in the 
soil. They do damage by 
feeding on the roots of plants 
causing the plants to be 
unthrifty and stunted. It 
seems that the nematodes 
have been extremely bad this 
year. 

If you pull up some of your 
garden plants and the roots 
are swollen with knots on 
them, you can be sure that 
you have nematodes. Nema- 
todes are very difficult to 
«control. If you can rotate your 
garden place, this will help. 
Plant resistant varieties 
where these are available. 

Chemical treatment of 
nematodes is very expensive 
and difficult to do. Currently

USDA hopes that it will be 
helpful in keeping the white 
fly under control enough that 
we won't have to spray for it. 
These sites will be monitored 
closely to see if the parasitic 
wasp is developing in high 
enough numbers to be 
effective. White flies are a 
particular nuisance on orna- 
mental shrubs, -such as 
gardenias, crape myrtle, 
privet hedge, and legustrum. 


ST. AUGUSTINE 


St. Augustine grass has 
been spotlighted this week. 
This grass is probably the 
most shade-tolerant grass 
that we have. St. Augustine 
is considered to be a coarse 
grass. Some of the disadvan- 
tages of St. Augustine are 
that it is highly susceptible to 
chinch bugs and it can stand 
very little traffic. St. 
Augustine must be sprigged. 

This is a good grass to 
use under certain conditions, 
particularly if you have a 
very heavily shaded yard.

State Of Al. ‘Lo 
Bear Expenses Of

Attorney General Charles 
A. Graddick today said the 
State of Alabama, not the 
counties, must bear all 
expenses of the 1983 special 
legislative election ordered 
by a federal court. 

‘The election is brought 
about solely due to the 
failure of the legislature to 
present an approved 
reapprotionment plan to the 
court in time for last year’s 
election,’’ Graddick said. ‘‘It 
is not due in any way to any 
action or inaction by the 
counties. Because of the 
unusual circumstances and 
the nature of this election, it 
is my opioion that the state 
should bear the total cost of 
the election, with no 
exceptions,’" 

Graddick’s opinion was 
based on Section 17-21-3, 
which says ‘The State of 
Alabama shall reimburse a 
county for all sums expended 
by the county in payment of 
expenses incurred in holding 
and conducting an election in 
which only candidates for 
federal or state offices are 
nominated or federal or state 
officials are elected.”’ 

Graddick’s opinion Was 
requested by a majority of 
the state’s probate judges 
and by Secretary of State 
Don Siegelman.

PEANUTS 


Good rainfall in most areas 
of the county helped to 
moderate several peanut 
pests. I still see some spotted 
infestations of spider mites. 
If you notice spider mite 
damage and your digging 
date is more than two weeks 
away, you might want to put 
on an application of Comite 
or Azodrin. 

Watch carefully for worms 
in peanuts. If you find more 
than four worms per foot of 
row, it will pay you to put an 
insecticide on just before 
digging. If untreated, these 
worms will eat pods and pull 
the stems from inverted pea- 
nuts. Check each field care- 
fully. If enough worms are 
present, don’t hesitate to 
spray them just before you 
dig. 


SOYBEANS 

Some insect experts have 
predicted ingteasing stink- 
bug damage in soybeans. We 
are also getting very heavy 
populations of velvetbean 
caterpillars. Over half of the 
leaves have been eaten in 
several fields. 

Check soybean fields 
closely. If you find four or 
five worms per foot of row in 
oyour beans, go ahead and

HAY FOR SALE 


Folks who are interested in 
getting some small bales of 
Coastal Bermudagrass may 
want to contact Bruce Penuel 
of Enterprise.

RATTLESNAKES 


Ren Strickland, who lives 
about two miles west of New 
Brockton, told me Thursday 
that he counted five rattle- 
snakes in one day on the road 
between New Brockton and 
his place. These snakes had 
been killed. He said he 
believes one reason rattle- 
snakes are increasing in 
number is that we don’t have 


as many hogs running in 
pastures as we had a few 
years back. Strickland is a 
native of New Brockton, and 
he says where you have hogs 
in pastures you will not have 
as many rattlesnakes. 

Jack Tatum, our 4-H Club 
agent, told me that one day 
this week he saw two rattle- 
snakes in the edge of a yard 
where he was visiting. 

August 15 to October 1 is 
always a time for a lot of 
rattlesnake movement in 
Coffee County. Be cautious! 


*PEANUT LOSSES 


Darell Dunn, county Agent 
in Tift County, Georgia, gave 
some research findings on 
harvesting peanuts, Where 
peanuts were dug two weeks 
early, they lost 744 pounds 
per acre. Peanuts dug one 
week early in this four-year 
test lost 253 pounds. On the 
other hand, when dug one 
week late they lost 500 
pounds per acre and where 
they were dug two weeks late 
lost 541 pounds per acre. 

Remember that ‘the dollar 
loss per acre represents pure 
profit potential since no 
increased production costs 
are involved. 


Soil Erosion Research To Continue Two 


More Years 


Erosion carries away an 
average of nine tons of soil 
per acre from Alabama 
cropland each year, leaving 
ugly gullies and exposed 
subsoil. But even worse is 
the lost production of crops 
on eroded land. 

The extent of yield loss 
from erosion isn’t well 
known, but preliminary 
Alabama Agricultural 
Experiment Station results 
indicate losses run as high as 
25 percent. This finding of an 
Auburn University study 
examining the relationship 
between erosion and 
productivity was reported by 
T.A. McDaniel, agronomy 
and soils research assistant, 
in a recent presentation at 
the American Society of 
Agronomy meeting in 
Washington, D.C. 

McDaniel said he and 
project leader Dr. B.F. Hajek 
compared crop yields on 
eroded and relatively non- 
eroded areas in the same 
fields, to minimize the 
influence of fertilizer rates, 
other farming practices, and 
rainfall. Results showed the 
eroded portions were 26 
percent less productive than 
those with minimum erosion. 

Crops investigated were 
corn, soybeans, and cotton, 
McDaniel said. None 
differed significantly in the 
amount erosion decreased 
their yields. 

In addition to higher 
yields, the slightly eroded 
areas had thicker top soils, 
higher levels of phosphorus, 
almost twice as much organic 
matter, and lower clay 
content in the soil layer that 
is plowed than the areas with 
moderate erosion. 

There was a harder, more 
dense soil in the eroded 
areas, McDaniel said, and 
less water available for the 
plants. 

An inch of _ soil 
translates into four inches of 
available plant moisture, 
Rick Zellmer of the Soil 
Conservation Service, said. 
That is a long-term effect of 
erosion and causes soil to 
become drought-prone. 

Erosion becomes a 
threatening problem when 
soil is lost at a faster rate 
than it is replaced through 
natural processes, Zellmer, 
district conservationist, said. 
The acceptable rate for Lee 
County is five tons per acre 
annually, which is almost 10 
tons less than the current 
county average. 

Depending on_ the 
particular soil, the 
acceptable amount for the 
State varies between two and 
five tons, McDaniel said. 

When one inch of soil 
erodes from one acre, the 
land experiences a loss of 
approximately 166 tons, 
McDaniel said. On a larger 
scale, erosion strips away 
two billion tons of American 
soil each year. 

McDaniel! said he hopes

Child Restraint Loan 
Provide Safe Seats 


Tim and Sue Adams are 
expecting their first child in a 
few weeks. Although they 
have already made most of 
their major baby equipment 
purchases, they have not yet 
bought their child restraint. 
Now, they fear the purchase 
of this important piece of 
equipment may have to be 
postponed indefinitely; last 
week Tim was laid off by his 
employer. 

Many communities in 
Alabama have recognized 
the need for parents to be 
able to obtain low-cost child 
restraints for their children. 
The answer to this need has 
been the establishment of 
child restraint loan 
programs. 

There are approximately 
30 such programs, and they 
are located in most areas of 
the state. Some of the 
programs are administered 
by hospitals, while others are 
housed in day care centers, 
heaith departments and 
service agency offices. Some 
of the smaller programs are 
able to lend only a few seats 
at a time, and others have as 
many as 600 seats available. 
In most cases, loan programs 
are funded jointly by the 
sponsoring agency and the 
residents of the community. 

The Alabama 
Department of Public Health 
has developed a kit which 
contains information on 
beginning a community child 


restraint loan program. This 
material can be obtained 
from the Bureau of Primary

Coleman Escapes, Returns To Jail 


Johnny Coleman, a prisoner in the 
Coffee County Jail awaiting trial on 
charges in Elba, escaped from the 
facility in Elba on Monday night, only to 
return approximately six hours later 
accompanied by his mother.

Increase Set For Food Stamps 


Most of the 1550 households 
receiving food stamps in Coffee County 
will see a small increase in their 
benefits beginning in October. 

**The increase will average only two 
or three dollars for each household,”’ 
said Ron Smith, director of the Coffee 
County Department of Pensions and 
Security. ‘‘The higher benefits result 
from increases in three of the 
deductions used in calculating food 
stamp allotments.” 

Deductions for essential expenses 
are subtracted from a family's gross 
income to arrive at its net income, which 
is then used to determine the food 
stamp allotment. Higher deductions 
mean less net income and more food 
stamps. 

In October the standard deduction 
for all households will increase from the 
current $85 a month to $89 a month P\ ary 


standard utility allowance for heating or 
cooling expenses will be raised from the 
current $108 a month to $146 a month. 

The deduction for shelter costs and 
dependent care will go up from the 
current maximum of $115 a month to a 
maximum o: *'?5 a month, This 
deduction is only tor people who pay 
more than half their income for rent and 
utilities or who pay for care of a family 
member while they work or go to school. 

In Alabama, the Department of 
Pensions and Security operates the food 
stamp program, but it is regulated 
nationwide by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. The USDA supplies all the 


Stamps. 


In Coffee County, about i550 
households or 4000 individrs' 
receive food stamps valued at $150,000 
every month.

The 
penalties now include the requirement 
of‘ mandatory driver’s license sus- 
pension, revocations and possible 
prison sentences. In the past the 
penalties were left up to the discretion 
of local judges, but now the violators 
can’t hope to find a friendly judge that 


will take it easy on an old buddy.

Kirkland, a Brewton attorney, says 
he ‘will spent the next few years 
concentrating on his law practice, but 
has not ruled out future bids for political 
office at the local, state or national 
level. 

‘The people of Escambia County 
have given me the opportunity and 
privilege of continuing my family’s 
political heritage in this county by twice 
electing me to represent them in the 
state senate. In 1978 I represented four 
courtties (Escambia, Conecuh, Clarke 
and Monroe), and in 1982 was elected 
from six counties with parts of 
Washington and Baldwin being added. 

‘In 1982 everyone running for the 
legislature knew we were running under 
an interim or temporary plan, even 
though there was some thought that a 
full four-year term might be allowed by 
the federal court. The present term 
expires December 31, 1983. 

‘‘Senate District 31 was one of the 
districts that placed two incumbent 
senators in the same district. Senator 
E.C. ‘‘Crum’’ Foshee of Andalusia was 
elected in 1982 to represent Covington, 
Coffee and Geneva Counties. Since 
there were two incumbent senators in 
our district, Senator Foshee and I were 
virtually guaranteed that one of us 
would receive the Democratic nomi- 
nation, and there is no Republican 
candidate, which means the Democratic 
nominee will be our senator. 

“Senator Foshee and | have been 
friends since before I graduated from 
law school. We have talked at great 
length about this matter, and I am 
convinced that he will represent the 
best interests of Escambia County,” 
Kirkland said of Escambia’s likely new 
senator, 

‘I have familiarized Senator Foshee 
with the needs of our county and he is 
prepared to move forward, especially on 


our state lake. Last session | was able to 
place $300,000 in the general fund 
Conservation budget for this lake, 
which makes almot $500,000 available 
for this project now,’’ Kirkland added. 


Among the various honors Senator 
Kirkland received during his five years 
in the senate are: 1982 Legislative 
Crime Fighting Award by the Alabama 
District Attorney’s Association for 
handling the Governor’s Crime Package 
in the senate; 1982 Forestry Legislator 
of the Year; and 1980 Sportsman of the 
Year by the Alabama Coon Hunters 
Association. 

Kirkland says his most enjoyable 
work in the Senate was creating and 
serving as chairman of Alabama’s first 
‘Oil and Gas Interim Study Committee. 
‘‘T feel the groundwork we laid with this 
first committee will serve as the catalyst 
for an improved relationship between 
state goyernment and the oil and gas 
industry in Alabama. It is extremely 
important that Alabama return to and 
maintain a competitive position with the 
other oil- and gas-producing states if we 
are ever to realize the full potential of 
our resources in this area,’’ Kirkland 
stated. 

Senator Kirkland sponsored and 
passed many significant pieces of 
legislation during his tenure in the 
senate, ingluding the one-for-one jury 
strike bill, Natural Death Act, and Fair 
Dismissal Bill for school workers. He 
also served for two years as chairman of 
the Legislative Forestry Study 
Committee. 

‘I encourage the young people of 
our state to become involved in the 
legislative process, and our system of 
self-government at all levels. Our 
system is not perfect because we are not 
but it is without question the best 
system and it works. 


*‘While I do not regret my decision 
to leave the senate, I know I will miss 
the many friends I served and worked 
with. I look forward to the practice of 
law for the next few years and will 


continue to consider becoming a 
candidate for public office in the 
future.”’ 


Included in the new ‘‘get-tough’’ 
penalties are mandatory fines of $250 to 
$1000, a 90-day license suspension and 
possible one-year prison terms for 
first-time offenders. For those caught a 
second time, the fine jumps to $500 to 
$2500, a mandatory one-year suspen- 
sion of one’s driver's license, 
mandatory 48-hour imprisonment or 20 
days working at a designated job within 
the community that will benefit the 
area, and a possible additional year in 
prison, Third-time violators will be 
required to serve a 60-day prison term 
which can't be probated or suspended, 
pay a fine of $1000 to $5000 and have 
their license revoked for three years. 
There is also the possibility of yet 
another one-year prison sentence! The 
penalties are stiff, especially when you 
look at the old law. 

In past years, first-time offenders 
were fined between $100 - $1000 and 
faced no license suspension, while 
second-time violators faced a higher 
fine and a short suspension period. The 
third time offender faced stiff penalties, 
but nothing like those now in effect. 

Elba Police Chief John White stated, 
“‘You have to do something to stop 
folks, one way or another, and these 
new stiffer fines and jail sentences will 
get some attention, The law won't stop 
all drunk drivers -- no law will wipe out 
a crime -- but I think it will lead to a 
marked decrease. The old law wasn’t 
strict enough and the people weren't 
afraid of it! This new law is strict, but 
not tod strict. We have to stop people 
from drinking and driving. This won't 
be the solution there isn’t one; 
however, it will slow it down.’’ 

‘‘l hope everyone understands that 
we're not going to go out and hunt 
drinking drivers,’" added Chief White. 
‘We are just going to do our job and 
protect the innocent citizens as well as 
the drinking drivers themselves."’ 

Since an arrest cannot be made 
unless a driver has committed a type of 
moving violation, police are not always 
able to spot the drinking driver. A 
patrolman can stop a driver doing 
erratic driving and then give him a 
breath test to ascertain the certainty of 
his level of intoxication. If the blood 
level is 10 percent or higher, the driver 
is legally intoxicated and will face the 
penalties defined above.
